The hounds were out Wednesday, 
November 3, at daybreak with 
Huntsman Thomas, Joint-Master 
Rochelle, Whipper-In Welker, and 
pr. A. T. Smith as a field. A light 
rain during the night and a sunny 
mozning were greatly encouraging, 
and with good reascn. After draw- 
ing the Orton Boren woods and two 
goverts of the Ward farm without 
results, Huntsman Thomas _ elected 
to cross the County Road to the 
fouth and cast in the Sam Wiley 
woods. No sooner were hounds cast 
than they were hot on the trail, and 
gway went hounds and riders at full 
tilt through the Wiley pastures, 
another section of woods, across the 
County Road bodering the Wiley 
property on the South and into new 
territory. The fox elected to try-a 
deep ravine too rough for the hors- 
es to get into and the music from 
the hounds welled up from _ this 
ravine with a roar that sounded as 
if the pack had been tripled. 

The fox doubled back toward the 
Wiley property, and in an effort to 
gain speed, the riders elected to 
tide the County Road in order to 
keep up. Through hard riding and 
cutting every possible corner, the 
riders and hounds stayed on the fox 
for an hour and thirty minutes. 
Then, Huntsman Thomas and part 
of the hounds took to the left after 
a jump out of the Ward pasture 
while Huntsman Thomas was mom- 
entarily out of sight of the other 
tiders. Hearing hounds to the right, 
the Master and Dr. Smith took to 
the right, unaware that Huntsman 
Thomas and part of the hounds had 
gone to the left. The result was that 
ff was sometime before either the 
Huntsman or the Master had discov- 
ered that the pack split. The fox go- 
ing to the left carried part of the 
hounds and Huntsman Thomas out 
of the Ward property into Suits’ pas- 
ture, back across the Wiley property; 
all the way dow to the Covington 
farm on Deep River near Jamestown, 
N. c. A fox turning to the right car- 
ried the Master and Dr. Smith back 
through the Orton Boren property,

Wartime Methods Of Feeding 
Hounds Much Different 
Than In Old Days 


Feeding Foxhounds 

“Dalesman” tells us that the old 
Cumbrian Hunt kennels at Brayton 
are in the hands of contractors who 
are transforming them into a saw- 
yard! He visited them the other day 
and saw Edwin Midwinter, who has 
been for 33 years with the Cumber- 
land Foxhounds. The pack, he tells 
us, “is greatly reduced, but looks in 
grand order although hounds are 
being fed entirely on flesh.’’ They’ll 
be short of young hounds next year 
as they’ve been unlucky with their 
whelps. 

The reference to feeding interest- 
ed me, for no Hunt now has any oat 
mea! left, nor can they get any for 
hounds, It used to be the custom to 
keep a year or two’s stock of oat- 
meal on hand, old meal being better 
and going further than new. But re- 
serves have long since been used up 
and potatoes have (with surprising- 
ly good results), had to take the 
place of the customary porridge, or 
“pudding”, as it is called in kennel 
language. This week I read an ac- 
count (written before I was born) 
of the internal economy of the fam- 
ous Ralph Lambton’s kennel (now 
the South Durham). In view of pre- 
sent day compulsory changes in the 
methods of feeding hounds it is in- 
teresting to read of the system in 
vogue in the days of the very fam- 
ous M. F. H. mentioned: 

The best of oatmeal Dun- 
dee), early feeding on the day be- 
fore hunting, and on that day no 
flesh at all, but pudding only, very 
well mixed, with enough of the 
broth to render it lapable, was the 
system. The strict rule as to no 
flesh the day before hunting was 
occasionally relaxed in the case of 
a delicate feeder, or for some special 
reason; but it was seldom found to 
be necessary to deviate from it. One 
of the consequences of this great 
attention to feeding and condition, 
combined with light heads and necks 
fine shoulders, and, altogether, what 
would now be considered rather a 
light class of hound (but full of wire 
and muscle), was that no day was 
ever known to be too long for the 
hounds of Ralph Lambton.

Devote Slack Time To 
Cutting Of Pulpwood 


The production of pulp and paper 
is running behind minimum require- 
ments and pulp plants are going into 
the winter with less wood on their 
yards than for years. It is not a 
shortage of timber that is responsible 
but of labor to cut the wood and de- 
liver it to the plants. Farmers are 
urged to devote slack-time through- 
out the coming winter to the cutting 
of pulpwood. Only in this way does 
it seem possible to avoid a serious 
shortage. 

Prices, for the most part, are right 


at the ceiling established by O. P. A. 
and are adequate to allow a good re- 
turn for both the timber and the 
labor to get it out.
